TRY WOBURN 


STREET SCHOOL 
PLANS INSTEAD 


The Permanent Building Committee, meeting 
Monday night in the High School. and facing up to 
the fact that the proposed school for ‘Shawsheen 
Avenue had been rejected by the voters of Wilming- 
ton, came to a consensus and decided to try to use 
the plans for the Woburn Street School instead. 

The Shawsheen Avenue School, as it was pro- 
posed, was to be of 28 rooms. The Woburn Street 
School, with its new addition now being built, is of 
26 rooms. Several of the rooms now being built are 
capable of being adapted for kindergarten use, in 
Mne with the provisions of the Willis-Harrington 
Act, due to take effect in 1973, ‘ 

The architect was instructed by the members of 
the PBC to explore into the feasibility of using the 
Woburn Street School plans, abd’to find out the 
engineering costs of adapting those plans to the 
Shawsheen Avenue site. 

In other business the same evening the PBC 
went over the final ‘punch list’ (work to be done) 
for the contractor for the West Intermediate School, 
the White Construction Company. Attorney Alfred 
Satorelli represented the White company, The final 
punch list was approved. $3,000 of the last payment 
to White had been withheld, pending the final punch 
list. 

In a discussion of the problems of ‘land taking’ 
for schools or other sites, the committee decided 
to have more discussion on the subject next week, 
Monday’s talks included the fact that ‘outside’ L.e. 
not town employees, appraisers ‘are expected to de- 
termine the value of the land, in any land taking. 

After they have finished their discussions the 
members of the PBC propose to have a meeting 
with the Board of Selectmen, for further talks. 
They feel that the Selectmen shouldperhaps be asked 
to set the guide lines for land taking. One of the 
points mentioned by the PBC Monday night was that 
the Selectmen, by law, are the board that takes land 
by eminent domain, and perhaps the Selectmen should 
be the board to name the ‘outside’ appraiser.

The Dog 


Leash Low 


The Town Crier was unable toget 
& complete report on the actual 
Leash Law, voted by the Town 
Meeting a week ago, in time for 
last week’s edition, 

As it was moved by William D, 
MacKinnon Jr., Seconded, amend. 
ed and according to the Town 
Clerk, it was; 

No owner or keeper shall cause 
or permit any dog to run at large 
causing damage or nuisance toper- 
son or porperty. Dogs shall be 
under restraint by the owner or 
keeper, A dog is under restraint 
within the meaning of this By-Law 
if he is controlled by a leash, or 
at ‘heel’ beside a competent per- 
son, or obedient to the commands 
of the owner or keeper. After a 
complaint has been made to the 
Dog Officer, owners or keepers 
found in violation of this article 
will be liable to a fine of not more 
than ten ($10,000) dollars, as pro- 
vided by the General Laws, Chap- 
ter 140, Section 136A-175" 

An amendment was voted by 
voice, as follows: ‘If found in vio- 
lation penalties will be in accord- 
ance with the General Law of 
Massachusetts. Unanimously voted 
Vote on the main question, as 
amended, by vote, Yes 
335, No 211, Vote carried, 

The by-law must now be signed 
by the Attorney General of Mass- 
achusetts, and until then it will 
have no force, If signed it will 
be Section 38 of Chapter 5 of the 
By-Laws of the Inhabitants of Wil- 
mington,

‘The Wilmington Planning Board, 
Tuesday night, voted unanimously 
to contest a decision of the Wil- 
mington Board of Appeals, made 
on November 22nd, 

The decision was to allow con- 
struction of homes on 75 foot wide 
lots of land, in North Wilmington, 
in a Residence A Zone, requiring 
125 foot wide house lots. It had 
been made in favor of William A. 
Amato, Joseph T Szymanski and 
John J. Magliiano, of 45 Pearl St. 
Somerville, 9 Benedict Avenue, 
Somerville and 354 Summer Street 
East Boston. 

The hearing had been held on 
November 14th in the Town Hall, 
Building permits had been denied 
by Roy McClanahan, Building Ins- 
pector on the grounds that there 
insufficient front and side yards. 
‘The Board of Appeals, in Novem~ 
ber 1965 had permitted the three 
lots, each 75 feet by 100 feet, to 
be created. 

Danny Gillis, Chairman of the 
Planning Board, read the decis~ 
fon of the Board of Appeals out 
loud to the other members, toge- 
ther with remarks by himself and 
the other members of the board. 
The decisions, as read. by Gillis 
wast 

Mr Roland I Wood, attorney, 
appeared and stated for the appli- 
cants that all three applicants are 
related, this is why they want to 
live near each other. They saw 
to it that Martens Street was 
opened up and they had town water 
installed, In August they got con- 
struction loans and in Sepember 
they went to the Building Inspector 
for building permits, The lots 
were divided according to the 
wishes of the Appeal Board, It was 
stipulated in the Board of Appeals 
variance that building would have 
to be done within three years of that 
time. 

‘The Board’s intent was to reduce 
the size of the lots - the houses 
expected to be built on the lots in 
question are ranch style, 40 feet 
wide, with 12.5 foot side yards and 
25 foot front yards, 

Mr. James Miceli, Selectman, 

appeared and stated that he was ip 
favor of this variance saying that 
he thought this appeal was a hard- 
ship case, Mr. William Stickney 
of the Planning Board appeared and 
stated that the Planning Board is 
opposed to this variance because of 
the fact that the Zoning By-Laws 
requires 22,500 square feet per 
Jot and there is only 7,500 square 
feet per lot. 
. After careful consideration of 
the facts presented the Board of 
Appeals voted unanimously to grant 
Mr. Amato, Mr. Szymanski, and 
Mr. Magliano variances to build 
houses on Martens Street with var- 
fances of 12.5 feet on each side 
yard and 15 feet on each front, 
‘The Board feels that by granting 
these variances it would be reliev- 
ing a hardship in each case. 

Present and voting in the above 
Chairman, Ernest W. Jamison, 
member, and Frank F, Santo, Se- 
cretary. 

Some of the remarks made while 
Mr Gillis was reading the decis- 
fon were;

‘The question of a gas station li- 


brought it saying that the pro- 
ponents of the gas station had 
wanted to come that same evening, 
to discuss the matter with the 
Selectmen.

Residents of Elwood Road and 
vicinity were present to hear the 
Town Manager’s report the costof 
gravel, the cost of betterments, 
and a drain proposed for Forest 
Street.

The New England Fire Insurance 
Rating Association had recom- 
mended the TM Said, that there 
be a fire station in North Wilming- 
ton near North Street, and on the 
northerly side of Middlesex 
Avenue, Morris told the board 
that the new Fire Insurance Rating 
for the town has not yet been set, 
but he was hopeful, in view of the 
other accomplishments this year, 
that the town may have a better 
rating in spite of the loss of cre- 
dit for the Brown’s Crossing Sta- 
tion. 

Selectman Niles asked Morrisas 
to when the premiums might be 
expected to go up in costs, and 
the TM said that if they did it 
would be when fire insurance con- 
tracts were renewed, 

A letter from the Planning Board 
told the Selectmen that Professor 
Eliot, Planning Board consultant, 
had recommended that the sale of 
all tax title properties be stopped, 
and then reviewed for a warrant 
article in a town meeting. 

State Senator Roland C MacKen- 
zie forwarded a copy of the sche- 
dule for eligibility, in the new 
Federal-Food Stamp Program, the 
Schedule, Chairman Miceli de- 
clared made more sense than the 
previous figures submitted. 


Stadium 

Miceli made reference to stories 
that Rep Fred F Cain, Senator 
MacKenzie and others have been 
reports that there are new pro- 
posals for locating a Stadium in 
Wilmington, He wished to re- 
affirm the Selectmen’s posi- 
tion that Wilmington was interested 
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in the past playing season. 

They all agreed that they would 
attend the Middlesex County se- 
lectmen’s Meeting on December 6 
where Mayor-elect Kevin White of 
Boston is to be the speaker, 

The Town Manager then asked 
for transfers to cover the cost 
of three extra men, in the Fire 
Department, and for $4000 to cover 
Blue Cross and Geoup Insurance 
for Town Employees for Novem- 
ber and December. The State 
Auditors, he reported, had asked 
that the dividends received be not 
credited to the insurance account, 
but go directly into the town’s 
Excess and Defitiency Fund, 

There was a question of street 
lighting, on Woburn Street. TM 
Morris said that there were lights 
on every fourth pole. This, he 
said was inadequate, but it wasthe 
same way in many parts of town, 
and in front of many homes, inclu- 
ding his own, There wasno chance 
of putting in additional lights, under 
the present setup. 

Niles hoped that they would 
appropriate more money next year 
for street lighting, and improve the 
Mghting throughout the community. 

Discussing the possibility of a 
fire station at the Silver Lake 
Betterment Association lot, Mor- 
ris said he had questioned Joseph 
O’Keefe at the New England In- 
surance Rating Bureau, Mr. 0’- 
Keefe had said that North Wilming- 
ton should be scheduled for the next 
fire station, but that the lot, which 
was 81 by 186 feet, could be used 
for a sub fire station in the future, 

Chief of Police Paul Lynch was 
present to discuss street lighting 
in front of the Wilmington Plaza 
on Main Street, 

Lynch said he had checked with 
Wilmington Ford and that the lights 
there would be out, as they now 
were, in the middle of November. 
The street lighting was adequate, 
the Chief said, now that there are 
new entrance lights tothe shopping 
center (both entrances), The De- 
Moulas realty firm has offered to 
pay for the increased wattage of the 
street lights according to the Chief. 

Mr Miceli brought up for dis- 
cussion jobs, through the Youth 
Corps Committee, After some dis- 
cussion the board agreed to have 
Mr Hamilton of the High School 
Guidance come in and talk with 
them. Mrs Drew said that ‘we 
always have jobs for the boys in 
the summer’ and Niles smiled and 
Said ‘I thought the Town Manager 
does the hiring and firing.’ 

Niles said that the Highway De- 
partment should be commended for 
the ‘beautiful job’ of snowplowing 
and sanding, on November 15, at 
the time of the sudden snow storm 
and again on the following Satur- 
day, when tere were freezing 
highways. There had been many 
telephone calls, he said, com- 
mending the town and noting that. 
other communities had done 
nothing. Niles also recommended 
that Officer Palmer ofthe Wilming 
ton Police be commended, on that 
Wednesday night, for arranging 
that a stranded couple could get 
transportation to Tewksbury. 

Many people, Niles said, had 
compliments from the townspeople 
and it made him ‘feel good.

Dear Friends: 

At this time, I wish to present 
the last article in my account of 
my world travels. The previous 
letter was written in Tokyo at the 
end of July and immediately there- 
after I spent four wonderful days 
camping with friends in the sha-~ 
dow of Mt Fuji. This group in- 
cluded a medical student with whom 
I was staying in Tokyo. We had 
met originally {n Egypt, 18 months 
earlier, The area in which my 
friend rented his room was a ty- 
pical crowded community on the 
edge of the most heavily populated 
city in the world. As usual, I 
was living the real Japanese life 
which surprised many, especially 
at the loval community bath, I 
started to check for a ship on 
which to work my way to Hawall, 
but this turned out to be a frus- 
trating task, as there are very 
few cargo ships that go to Hawaii 
from Japan, During this interval 
I found it very difficult to find 
work there as a foreigner I 
did a few odd jobs, but spent most 
of my time becoming better 
acquainted wiih the everyday life 
of my gracious Japanese hosts, 

After two months in Tokyo, I 
realized the futility of trying to 
work to Hawaii and I decided to 
change my plans in favor of return- 
ing to the continental USA and 
possibly flying to and from 
Hawaii from San Francisco. With 
this new plan in mind, I had to 
ask at only two ships in the port 
of Yokohama tu get a job ona 
ship bound for San Francisco, 
So, on Sept 23 I signed on the 
M/S Granville and said a truly 
Sad ‘sayonara’ to the Land of the 
Rising Sun. 

After a day or soto regain my 
Sea legs, I kept busy working as 
deck seaman during the twelve 
day crossing to Los Angeles. At 
this port I officially re-entered the 
USA on Oct 6th. During the voyage 
I can distinctly remember trying 
to organise my emotions in re- 
gard to my retuen to my native 
land, Naturally I was anxious to 
see my family and friends again, 
but it was a bit difficult to accept 
the fact that my ‘dream trip’ around 
the world was actually coming to 
an end.
